- Application Number (Series Code and Serial Number) 

- Name of applicant 

- Name of examiner 

- Date of interview 

- Type of interview (telephonic, video-conference, or personal) 

- Name of participant(s) (applicant, attorney or agent, examiner, other PTO personnel, etc.) 

- An indication whether or not an exhibit was shown or a demonstration conducted 

- An identification of the specific prior art discussed 

- An indication whether an agreement was reached and if so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Form will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview. 

A complete and proper recordation of the substance of any interview should include at least the following applicable items:

(The identification of arguments need not be lengthy or elaborate. A verbatim or highly detailed description of the arguments is not 
required. The identification of the arguments is sufficient if the general nature or thrust of the principal arguments made to the 
examiner can be understood in the context of the application file. Of course, the applicant may desire to emphasize and fully 
describe those arguments which he or she feels were or might be persuasive to the examiner.)

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: The Applicants 1 Representative, Mr. Keith Baxter explained the 
invention with the assistance of the Applicant Mr. Timothy Labadie, Mr. Dave Siembieda, and Mr. Randy Salenfriend. 
The invention was explained as allowing a customer or consumer to use a check on the Internet to purchase products 
or goods from a merchant without the merchant knowing the bank and whether the customer has any money in his or 
her bank account. It was explained that the merchant computer is connected to the Internet with a listing of products 
for sale with an option for payment by a check drawn on funds held by a third party, the merchant computer 
communicates with the customer computer which is usually a desktop computer and indicates the product that the 
customer wants to purchase and selects the check payment option with the customer computer transmitting a unique 
customer identifier, and the processor computer receives the customer identifier from the merchant computer in 
response to the payment by check selection, then the processor computer matches a statistical element to the 
customer identifier in a database (data structure) indicating a probability of the payment obligation -by the customer 
being honored. Also the processor computer guarantees that the check is good and generates a printed check and the 
printed check can be processed using the standard check processing method. The Examiner suggested that 
Applicants' add "Internet", "computer", or "network" to the preamble of independent claim 1. Mr. Baxter, the Applicant, 
Mr. Simbieda, and Mr. Salenfriend agreed to add this element to the preamble of claim 1. Mr. Baxter and Mr. Labadie 
agreed to e-mail the Examiner the Internet address to view the invention. Mr. Baxter stated that an RCE would be filed 
within the next few days. The Examiner stated that shefwould need to discuss the new amendment/amendments with 
her primary and would forward the e-mail sent by Mr. Baxter and Mr. Labadie to the primary for his review.. 
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
